Yer ſome of mine are not ſo fearefull as deſperate, for 
ſome will yenture on a viſited houſe, more-for money than 
charity with lofſe of life, I could wiſh therefore for ayoi- 
ding theſeinconveniences, I had the ſame order for Sear. 
chers and Bearers, and ſuch like as you have, by haying 
them appointed before the neceſſity of a Viſitation com- 
pel! me, and then my people would netther bee ſo much 
diftraed by feare nor diſtruſifull, Thus you ſee we doe 
labour of one Diſeaſe, which 1 pray God in aftertimes 
may finde remedy, that I may not offend agair: piety, 
charity, nature, or civill policy ; And fo neither God bee

ſxer their profeliion:But though they Roope for Comple- 
ment fake to ſome golden Calves, yet haye they no more 
courteſie rendredthem than 76s Afe did co the people, 
who indeed did not honor ker butthe Rites of 15; nor ſo 
much ſhew of acceptance as Serapis ſhewed the Xgypti- 
ans for a bottle of hay. 1 have many of theſe Calves be.

And for their reward,itis ſo meane in many places, that 
my Prieſts have no encouragement to ſtudy, nor can hard- 
ly purchaſe Bookes to fiudy upon, And this, by reaſon of 
my corruptcuſtomes, and hard Patrons, and Lay Parſons; 
My Cuſtomes, which robbes God and ſtarves my Priefts, 
are my peoples comfort and wranglers delight. And my 
Lay Parſons finde Gods Bread fo ſweet, that I feare mee, 
they will neyer leave chewing it , Yer if the Patrons 
would part with their Donations gratz, andthe Lay Par- 
ſon allow a competent maintenance, I ſhould hayeleſſe 
jonorance ; bur, Grates & Crates paryo diſcrimme as- 

ant, which difference if one will not compound, it may 
be another will, Andif CMieab can finde a Levite for ren 
peeces of filyerand a morſcll of bread, hee thipkes God 


will bleſſe his houſe, as well as if Samwel himſclfe were 


there, Alas, what great knowledge can I hope for, when 
the caſe Rands thus with mee ? For though I have ſome

From whence I perceive, that the loye and care of pa- 
rents makes nor children the kinder, as you ſay page 2, 
their correRjon may bee remembred, but their loye is 
forgorren, , Veritas odinms parit , Truth breedes. hatred. 
Yet wasthis harſhneſſe(it ſeemes)deſervedly exprefied,not 
onely in regardof peoples negleRof the Magiſtrates care 
and love, bur of the common duries of equity, charity, 
and piety, to which all are called by Chriftian and ciyill 
profeſſion, And in this regard it was juſtified not onely by

The 
author may taxe the firſt publiſher it this latter at was 
his, in thatrhe author being alive, and o neere him, yet 
would reprintit without his knowledge : yea not onely 
ſo, but turne his labours oyer to a ſtranger which him. 
{elfe had neither bought nor hired firſt. Authoritic may 
| taxe him alſo of inconfiderateneſſe, for which one may 
bee liable to greater comeQion than the preſſe : for au- 
thoriry doth juſtly diſtaſie the reprinting of bookes with 
G/ner, out the review and conſent of examiners, leaft men grow 
| too licentious in reprinting things unfic for the ſeaſons, 
or by interſerting that which was never viewed, 
Beſides he is worthy of blame for not comparing one 
time wich another, but ſending forth a pamphlet one yeeie 
which was proper onely for another, and that onely upon 
ſome\light reports: or elſe it was reprinted with as deepe 
advice, as thoſe thattell newes,or as they that viewing S.
